2. Introduction: Newly Appointed Economic Development Planner 
Carol Kowalski, Director, Planning & Community Development 
Ms. Kowalski introduced Ted Fields as the new Economic Development Planner 
forthe Town of Arlington. Mr. Fields has extensive experience in Community Development, 

Economic Development, management of CDBG and HOME programs in Massachusetts, including posts in 
Framingham, Waltham, Cambridge, and Newton. He was instrumental in achieving a designated "Main Streets" 
downtown revitalization effort implemented in Framingham. 

The Board welcomed Mr. Fields and looks forward to working with him as the Master Planning 
process gets underway. 


3. Introduction: Route 128 Business Council 
Adam W. Chapdelaine, Town Manager 

Patrick Sullivan and Monica Tibbetts appeared before the Board as representatives of Route 128 Business Council. 
Mr. Sullivan stated thatthe Town through the Planning Department will join the Route 128 Business Council, a 
Transportation Management Association. The Route 128 

Business Council will help provide commuting alternatives, ridesharing options to reduce congestion and to 
prepare commuting studies and planning reports. The costs of Arlington's 
membership is $7,100 which will be paid with FY13 Planning CDBG funds. 

Mr. Sullivan stated that they anticipate using the services in the following ways: 

1. A commuter survey that gives us information about where our residents go to 
work and how they get there. 

2. Acommuter needs analysis to help determine if there are commonly used 

routes to encourage ridesharing or shuttle service, to reduce traffic in town. 

3. Possible shuttle service from Alewife Station to points in Arlington that maybe hard 
to access without a car, such as weekend service to the Symmes site. 

Mr. Curro stated that anything we can do to support and retain folks living here in Arlington would be great. The 
Board is very excited about participating in this study. 

4. Lesley Ellis School Request: School Zone Designation, Foster and Tufts Streets 
Michael Boutin, Management Analyst 

Mr. Boutin stated the Gibbs School building is currently occupied by a diverse group of 

tenants including two education organizations (Lesley Ellis School and Room to Grow) and mentally and physically 
disabled adults attending the Kelliher Center. After reviewing the proposal, Mr. Boutin reached out to Officer Corey 
P. Rateau, Traffic Enforcement Unit of the 

Arlington Police Department for his input. Officer Rateau feels that "School Zone" signage can be more effective but 
the Transportation Advisory Committee would need to designate the area a "School Zone" for such signage to be 
posted. If the Transportation Advisory Committee determines thatthe area can be designated as a "School Zone" 
this would allow the posting of 20 mph signs while school is in session. Mr. Boutin feels that this solution will 
ensure thatthe proper and most effective signage is used for the area. 

Mr. Greeley moved to send to TAC for review and recommendations. SO VOTED (5-0) 

Mrs. Mahon asked if Officer Rateau could inform the Board if all other elementary schools have the electronic signs 
designating School Zones. 

5. Taste of Arlington - Chamber of Commerce 
Chamber Representative 

Mr. Bruce Fitzsimmons, speaking on behalf of the Arlington Chamber of Commerce, requested thatthe Town of 
Arlington co-host the Chamber's "Taste of Arlington" event scheduled for October 22, 2013 at Town Hall. The 
Chamber has an experienced committee that is already 

working on creating the best "Taste of Arlington" ever with even more restaurants and participants than in 2011.

She stated that Mr. Tulimieri expertise is essential now that we are working on a long-range 
master plan. She 

stated Joe is a wealth of knowledge as far as being a member ofthe ZBAand she 
feels continuity is incredibly important to the Town. Mrs. Winstanley stated that 

she served with Mr. Tulimieri for 10 years as a member ofthe ZBAand at all times he acted professionallyand 
knowledgeably. 

Eugene Lucarelli, 99 Newland Road, stated he agreed with everything that Ms. O'Connor said and feels Mr. 
Tulimieri is a unique individual and an incredible assetto the Town of Arlington. He stated that his knowledge and 
ability in community planning are not replaceable. Mr. Lucarelli stated that he was shocked that there is any 
possible consideration of notappointing one ofthe great volunteers in the Town of Arlington. 

Carol Kowalski, Director of Planning & Community Development, stated that Mr. Tulimieri placed a major role in 
writing the Town's zoning bylaws in 1974 and is a redevelopment expert in the Commonwealth and throughout 
Massachusetts.

Christopher Tonkin, Chair, Arlington Bicycle Advisory Committee 

Mr. Tonkin stated that the ABAC would like to set up an education and bike safety check point along the Donald R. 
Marquis Minuteman Trail. As in pastyears, theywould like to establish the station next to the open area near 
Linwood Circle. The planned date for the program is Saturday, June 8 from 10 a.m. to 2:00 p.m.

14. Vote: Amend Board of Survey, Street Names 
Jake Upton 

Mr. Upton asked the Board to support the street name changes from "Old Hospital Road" to "Symmes Road" and 
Hattie's Way to "Old Hospital Way". The Arlington Redevelopment Board has endorsed the proposed street names 
with a formal vote. Mr. Upton worked closely with Town Historian, Richard Duffyon selecting street names to 
commemorate historical figures associated with the site.

Daniel J. Dunn, Chair 

Mr. Dunn stated that he would be interviewing all applicants and the two candidates 

for reappointment within the next few weeks. After said interviews, he would recommend two to the Selectmen 

rather than simply reappoint. Mr. Curro and Mrs. Mahon stated that it makes 

sense to interview other candidates for these appointments. Mr. Curro stated that other boards 

have screening processes. Mr. Byrne stated it would disrupta set precedent and thatwe are essentiallysaying 

we're going to begin this process for seats that under any other circumstances 

would just be reappointed. He feels it is a poor policy. 

Mr. Greeley stated that he would moved to reappointment both candidates atthe beginning of the 
discussion.
